CHARDON, O.—An early apring 
with warm sun and bright skies are 
the 
answer 
to 
most 
farmers’ 
prayers. 
However, the warm day* and 
popping apple blossom* ar* worse 
than a headache to hundred* of su­ 
gar bush farmer* In this wooded 
Geauga county of northeastern 
Ohio. 
The sugar bush farmers are the 
linen who take sap from hundreds 
of thousands of maple tree* here­ 
abouts and boil it down into what 
they boast is the best maple syrup 
in the world. 
And the warm spring ha* cut off 
the flow of early sap from which 
the high quality maple syrup is 
made and sent up through the tree 
‘trunk* what I* known a* “bud” 
tap. 
"Bud" sap, after being boiled 
down, makes a very poor maple 
syrup and is sold only to the to­ 
bacco producers for curing their 
products. 
It i* not th* kind of syrup which 
makes your morning pancakes a 
treat for the gods and it doesn t 
bring the 43.39 a gallon that the 
buckwheat cake* and maple candy 
syrup commands In a market that 
annually tops the supply. 
Thing* in the maple bush coun­ 
try got off to a good start this 
spring with an early thaw followed 
by freezing weather. 
Alternating spell.- of thawing 
and freezing keep the maple syrup 
sap flowing on the bush farms and 
prevent early budding of the maple 
tree*. 
However, after the cold snap two 
week* ago th* weather turned 
pleasant for a week, and while the 
maple bush farmers fumed and 
fretted and the spring wheat plant­ 
ers rejoiced—it remained balmy 
and sunny. 
As a result the annual yield of

100,000 to 125,000 gallon* of sap 
on Geauga county sugar farms has 
fallen to a Uke of only 22,000 gal­ 
lon*. 
It Ukes 40 gallons of sap to 
make a gallon of maple syrup when 
boiled down in the big evaporators. 
This spring the quality of the 
sap has been so low that more sap 
is required to make a gallon of 
syrup. 
The big sugar bush of Comema 
Farms in Chardon road, shown in 
part In th* picture* herewith, may 
be Uken as an example of the situ­ 
ation. 
Isaac Evans, owner of Comema 
Farms, one of them a big sugar 
bush farm with thousands of trees, 
found it took 65 gallons of sap this

RHEUMATIC fever still re­ 
mains one of the b affling prob lems 
in medicine. Its cau se is not known. 
Its symptoms are often ob scu re 
and its diagnosis is accordingly 
not easy. Fu rthermore, effective 
treatm ent for this disorder is lack­ 
ing. Many b elieve that the condi­ 
tion is du e to a viru s, that is, an 
organism so small that it can pass 
throu gh the openings of a por­ 
celain filter. 
However, it also wou ld appear 
that prior to an attack of rheu ­ 
matic fever most patients su ffer 
from a throat infection produ ced 
b y hemolytic streptococcu s germs. 
Pain and Swelling 
In rheu matic fever there are 
pain and swelling of the joints, 
some fever, often damage to the 
heart, and anemia or lessening of 
the coloring in the b lood. 
The 
u su al treatm ent of an attack con­ 
sists of complete rest in b ed and 
the u se of dru gs known as sali­ 
cylates. 
The su lfonamide dru gs su ch as 
su lfathiazole and penicillin have 
b een tried b u t with no noticeab le 
b enefits. Drs. Richard Gu b er and

of days of hospitalization req u ired. 
Signs of heart distu rb ance devel­ 
oped in 7 ou t of IO treated with 
salicylates and in only I ou t of 
5 of those treated with the su c­ 
cinate compou nd. 
Fu rtherm ore, relapses did not 
occu r in any of those treated with 
the su ccinate while 7 of the salicy­ 
late treated patients had relapses. 
The exact way in which this 
compou nd aids in overcoming the 
condition is rot as yet known. 
However, in view of the good re­ 
su lts which have b een ob tained 
with it, it wou ld appear worthy of 
fu rther trial.

RHEUMATIC fever still re­ 
mains one of the baffling problem* 
in medicine. Its cause is not known. 
Its symptoms are often obscure 
and its diagnosis is accordingly 
not easy. Furthermore, effective 
treatment for this disorder is lack 
ir»g. Many believe that the condi­ 
tion is due to a virus, that is, an 
organism so small that it can pas* 
through the openings of a por­ 
celain filter. 
However, it also would appear 
that prior to an attack of rheu­ 
matic fever most patients suffer 
from a throat infection produced 
by hemolytic streptococcus germ*. 
Pain and Swelling 
In rheumatic fever there ar* 
pain and swelling of the joints, 
Borne fever, often damage to the 
heart, and anemia or lessening of 
the coloring in the blood. 
The 
usual treatment of an attack con­ 
sists of complete rest in bed and 
the use of drugs known as sali­ 
cylates. 
The sulfonamide drugs such as 
•ulfathiazole and penicillin have 
been tried but with no noticeable 
benefits. Drs. Richard Cuber and 
Murill Szuca of Brooklyn treated 
160 patients with rheumatic fever 
using different preparations such 
as sodium salicylate with baking 
soda, sodium salicylate With vita­ 
min C, a preparation known as the 
calcium double salt of benzoic acid 
and succinic acid benzyl ester with 
ascorbic acid or vitamin C. They 
found that the sulfonamide drugs. 


penicillin and baking soda alone 
had no demonstrable effect on the 
disease. They noted that the pa­ 
tients receiving the salicylate with 
vitamin C were less toxic or less 
ill than those receiving the sali­ 
cylate with baking soda. 
Cases Compared 
On the other hand, when the 
cases receiving the succinate com­ 
pound were compared with those 
receiving the salicylate it wa* 
found that the former compound 
lessened the duration of the symp­ 
toms such as fever and the number 
of days of hospitalization required. 
Signs of heart disturbance devel­ 
oped in 7 out of IO treated with 
salicylates and in only I out of 
5 of those treated with the suc­ 
cinate compound. 
Furthermore, relapse* did not 
occur in any of those treated with 
the succinate while 7 of the salicy­ 
late treated patients had relapses. 
Th* exact way in which thie 
compound aids in overcoming the 
condition is rot as yet known. 
However, in view of the good re­ 
sults whieh have been obtained 
with it, it would appear worthy of 
further trial.

Agent Points Out 


Urging Pickaway county poul­ 
try raiders to take proper precau­ 
tions to guard against serious dis 
eases in their flocks. County Agri­ 
cultural Agent Larry Best declar­ 
ed Saturday that two of the most 
dangerous coccidosis 
and 
fowl 
pox—can be controlled during the 
penod when chicks are less than 
four months old. 
Best said that, according to in­ 
formation obtained from Dr. A. R. 
Winters, of the Ohio State Univer 
sity poultry’ department, sulpha- 
guanidine stops coccidosis if used 
promptly, and that vaccination 
will prevent fowl pox. 
V en tila tio n Major Factor 
Ordinary’ sanitary measures and 
proper ventilation in poultry hou­ 
ses reduce disease losses, Best 
pointed out. adding that Dr. Win­ 
ter has emphasized that bacteria 
and parasites multiply more rapid­ 
ly in the presence of moisture, 
therefore such simple practices as 
placing 
water 
fountains 
on 
a 
screen foundation protects chick­ 
ens from contact wth disease bac­ 
teria and parasites. 
Another simple disease preven­ 
tive is to 
separate chicks and 
growing birds from older fowl. 
Some of the older birds may be 
disease carriers although appar­ 
ently healthy. The carriers will in­ 
fect susceptible younger birds. Al­ 
most all mature chickens are more 
or less infested with parasites so 
that any house or range used by 
them becomes contaminated. 
Over-Heating Bad 
Any condition which lowers the 
vigor of chicks makes the birds 
more susceptible to disease. Best 
explained. Over-heating, lack of 
ventilation, or exposure to drafts 
may lead to an outbreak of colds 
and to further disease complica­ 
tions, He said all sick birds should 
be Isolated from the remainder of 
the flock. 
Most poultry raisers. Best said, 
have found that a good start in 
disease control can be made by ob­ 
taining chicks from hatcheries that 
sat rigid health standards for their 
breeding flocks 
While dlaease- 
free chicks usually cost more than 
those which come from untested 
pa rant stocks, the greater initial 
cost eventually proves a money 
saver for the poultrvman.
